ing today. 

A counter proposition was made to Mr. 
Morgan and an answer is expected from 
him by tomorrow; when the board will meet 
to receive it. 

Unless Mr. Morgan changes his terms the 
strike will not only be continued, but Presi- 
dent Shaffer’s threat to throw idle the mills 


| of the Federal Steel company, National Steel 


company, American Steel and Wire com- 
pany, and other subsidiary interests of the 
United States Steel corporation, wherever 
the union has members, will be put into 
execution. This is the situation tonight. 


by the Carnegie Steel company’s men in the 
Lawrenceville mills joining the strike with- 
out waiting for the order from President 
Shaffer of the Amalgamated association. 
Their action indicates that the word has gone 
out that there will be no settlement of the 


strike. 
Hard to Classify Mills. 
The officials of the association claim there 
is nothing new about Mr. Morgan's proposi- 
tion, the main point of which is that the com- 


dines sign the Amalgamated scales for 


only those mills that dee union up to 
Ipiy 1. By this is meant the mills which 
were under the amalgamated control last 
year. | 

All others are to be considered open 
mills, and no discrimination against men who 
refuse to join the union should be made. 
There is a difference of opinion as to what is 
meant by union mills, and on this there will 
be a split, judging from present indications. 
President Shaffer and other amalgamated 
officials claim they now have five mills which 
were not under their control last year.

tion the amalgamated officials say means 
the “throwing overboard of these men. 
The latter are union men, and have struck 
in good faith, they claim, and it would be un- 
fair to dissolve their lodges and continue 
the mills under non-union conditions.

Board Begins Work Early. 

The board met at 10 o'clock. In addition 
to the members there were present: M. M. 
Garland, surveyor of the port of Pittsburg 
and a past President of the Amalgamated 
aesociation, and Joseph Bishop, Secretary of 
the Ohio State Board of Arbitration. Presi- 
‘dent Shaffer said nothing was to be given out 
and cautioned the members of the board not 
to say anything. 

The opening of union mills to non-union 
workmen is the point on which it is believed 
the board hesitates to accept. The workmen 
hold that this would give the mill owners full 
opportunity of crushing the union without 


union med and then fill their places with non- 
unionists. 

Another rock of dissension is said to“be the 
retention in their present jobs of the men 
who worked as strike breakers” at the 
various mills during the strike. 

It is said that these men have been promised 
the protection of the manufacturers in case 
of a setilement, and that they will not con- 
cede their dismissal at the request of the or- 
ganisation. The workers, it is said, are will- 
ing to declare the mills now working non- 
union open mills, but strenuously object to 
having all the mills of the combine classified 
as open mills.

GASOLINE BOAT BLOWS U 


O. SEAVER’S YACHT KID Ex.- 


V. 
PLODES; FOUR MEN HURT. 


Crash and Fire Cause Terror on Colum- 
bia Club Dock—Fact That None Was 
Killed and Se Few Injured Consid- 
ered Remarkable — Flames Burst 
Forth, Destroying Upper Works of 
Craétt, Which Finally Sinks—Build- 
ing Damaged by Blaze. | 


Seaver's yacht Kid yesterday afternoon four 
men were burned, the upper works of the 
yacht were destroyed, and the building of the 
Columbia Yacht club was damaged by fire. 
It was remarkable that some of the men 
were not killed and that people on the docks 
‘and in the clubhouse of the yacht club es- 
caped injury. Dewitt C. Cregier and a young 
woman had left the boat one minute before 


the accident occurred. 


The Injured, 

Duer, C., mate, lived on boat; face cut by flying 
glass and burned. | 
Meyer, Emil, engineer, 551 Twenty-eighth street; 
hands and face badly burned; taken to Samar- 

itan Hospital. 

Sarvent, Joseph, of Sarvent Marine Engine com- 
pany; hands and face badly burned; taken to 
Samaritan Hospital. 

Seaver, Vernon C., Palmer House; face and hands 
slightly burned. 

The explosion occurred at 4:40 in the after- 
noon, when the wharf was crowded with peo- 
ple. The Kid was tied up at the dock beside 
the Columbia Yacht clubhouse, Several per- 


sons had been inspecting the boat, but all 


had left the vicinity except Duer, Meyer, Sar- 
vent, Seaver, and K. Hessenmueller. 

The tank under the forward deck was be- 
ing filled with gasoline from a barrel on the 
wharf. Duer was on the dock in charge of 
the barrel, while Meyer and Seaver were in 
the engine-room of the yacht. Hessenmuel- 
ler was on the forward deck. Suddenly a 
| loud report was heard and a cloud of débris 
was seen rising above the roof of the Colum- 
bia clubhouse. Flames burst at once from 
the forward part of the Kid. Women on 
the dock shrieked, while men ran to the as- 
sistance of the injured, though knowing that 
more explosions might follow. 


Escape from the Yacht. 


Hessenmueller, who was uninjured by the 


been standing close to the gasoline tank, but 
the flying débris inflicted only a slight 
scratch on the hand. Immediately after the 
crash, Meyer emerged from the hatchway. 
Hessenmueller shouted to him to jump over- 
board; which he did and swam to the dock. 
Seaver and Sarvent both jumped ashere, 
followed by Hessenmueller. 4 

The injured men were assisted into the 
clubhouse and oil was applied to their burns. 
Then attention was turned to the fire. In 
less than two minutes after the explosion 
the boat was a mass of flames, which the 
wind carried toward the clubhouse. The 
yacht had been in the narrow space between 


the clu and the naval reserve house, 
and for aYfew moments this was a veritable 
oven. Armed with poleg the yachtsmen 


began to shove the burning boat out into the 

harbor. Before it started the flames reached 

the clubhouse, and shingles and siding were 

ablaze. Fra Daggett of the Columbia 

clab used a chemical fire extinguisher with 

good effect. 
Boat Sinks by the Dock. 

After the burning yacht had been adrift 
for twenty minutes the fire tug arrived and 
soon had the flames under control with the 
exception of the gasoline in the tank. Then 
the yacht drifted against the dock, where the 
Fire department extinguished the flames with 
chemical engines. Then the boat sank. 

No one was able to account for the acci- 
dent. Mate Duer attributed it either to a 
lighted match being thrown near the gaso- 
line or a fuse in the electric light plant of 
the boat burning out. 

The Kid was built two years ago by the 
Racine Boat Building company. Its engines 
were not powerful enough to suit the owner, 
and this year he had a new engine built by 
Joseph Sarvent. A trip to Buffalo was to be 
made in two weeks, and yesterday the engine 
was being put in shape for the cruise. Mr. 
Seaver estimates his loss at $9,000, with no

MINISTER TELLS SECRET OF 
FAMOUS CALAVERAS SKULL. 


Los Angeles Preacher Says R. C. Scribner 
Confessed He Started Scientific Mys- 
tery by Depositing Bones as Joke. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 30.—[Special.]—The 
solution of a scientific mystery which has 
puzzled geologists and authorities on the 
antiquity of man for thirty-five years was 
explained today when a local minister con- 
fessed that the mystery started as a prac- 
tical joke. 

In 1866 an imperfect human skull was found 
in a deposit of gravel, known to be ancient, 
in a gold mine in Calaveras County, this 
State. 

The latest volume of reports from the 
Smithsonian Institution contains a@ paper by 
Professor Wildam H. Holmes, describing re- 
cent researches in reference to this skull 
made by him and Professor W. J. McGee. 
Professor Holmes expresses doubt, but does 
not consider his conclusions decisive. This 
report having come to the notice of the Rev. 
W. H. Dyer, an Episcopalian clergyman of 
this city, he today told the story which 
solves the mystery. 

In the 70s he was a missionary at Angeles 
Camp, near which the skull was found. Dur- 
ing that time R. C. Scribner, who kept a 
store at Angeles Camp, confidentially con- 
fessed to him that he had conceived and 
carried out the joke. He took an old Indian 
skull, went to the bottom of the shaft while 
the workmen were away and buried it in 
the auriferous gravel. There it was soon 
found, and the papers were filled with specu- 
lations of writers as to the antiquity of man. 

[The above undoubtedly refers to the discovery 
upon which Bret Harte founded his famous poem 
in which is related the discussion in a scientific 
society, *‘ Upon the Stanislaw, over the finding 
of some supposed human bones ina mine. When 
the discussion is at its height one member decl 
they are the bones of his mule, which fell into the 
mine several years before. Then a fight occurs 
and one of the specimens strikes Johnson— 
and stretched him on the floor, 
And the Mt proceedings interested him no 

more.

On evi- 
dence concerning the fire which destroyed the 
stock of the Cramer Tailoring company, 73 
and 75 Jackson boulevard, last January, in- 
dictments were returned against the follow- 
ing: 

Lewis Turivas, 2962 Prairie avenue, charged 
with conspiracy and arson. 

Max Turivas, a brother of Lewis Turivas, 2962 
Prairie avenue, charged with conspiracy and ar- 
son. 

Barney Graff, already under indictment on 
charge of arson, charged with conspiracy. 

Benjamin Ettelson, already indicted on charge 
of arson, conspiracy and arson. 

According: to the evidence submitted the 


Turivas brothers formed the tailoring con- 
cern known as the Cramer Tailoring com- 
pany, Cramer being the practical tailor. 
The store room at 73 and 75 Jackson boule- 
vard was rented and a stock secured in the 
summer of 1900. Business was poor, and in 
December the Turivas brothers disposed of 
their leasehold. Then, according to the evi- 
dence, Benjamin Ettelson appeared and pro- 
posed to the Turivas brothers that the estab- 
lishment be blown out.” After negotia- 
tions, it is charged, an agreement was made 
for the blow out at a price of $300. 


Loss by Fire Almost Total, 

On the morning of Jan. 22 last the store 
was burned out, the loss being almost total. 
Fire Marshal Horan reported suspicious cir- 
cumstances. 
~~ Witnesses testified yesterday that the keys 
to the-store were given to Ettelson by Max 
Turivas the night before the fire. After the 
fire Barney Graff, it is charged, offered to col- 
lect the insurance. A schedule of loss was 
made out showing a stock at the time of the 
fire of over $13,000, while it is claimed that 
its value would not exceed $5,000. A com- 
promise was made with the insurance com- 
panies and $6,000 paid in settlement. 

“This is the third batch of indictments, 
and it is not the last,“ said Attorney H. R. 
Pearson, representing the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association.

It was at this juncture that the police ar- 
rived and with some difficulty succeeded in 
loading Sedow into the patrol wagon. 

After his wounds had been dressed at the 
jail he was taken to the East Chicago Avenue 
Station, where he was booked on a charge of 
assault with intent to kill. It is said that 
Sedow held a penknife in his hand when he 
struck the woman.

Fully Feit Thousand ‘to Be 
Taken Out of Wheel at 
Next Drawing.

H.C. PAYNE COMING HOME. 


‘Wisconsin Politician Not Seriously Ill, 
Despite Alarming Reports Re- 
ceived from Germany. 


El Reno, Ok. T., July 30.—[Special.}]—The 
drawing for homes in the Indjan reservations 
soon to be opened to settlement was resumed 
this morning, beginning promptly at 8:30, at 
which time Governor Richards gave the 
signal. The envelopes were first given a 
vigorous shaking up. Arrangements had 
beerr perfected for the prosecution of the 
work with greater expedition, so the commis- 
sion decided last night to attempt to draw 
2,000 or 2,500 from each box today. A long 
table was placed directly behind and parallel 
with each drawing box. 


Drawing Is Systematized. 


The boys lined up behind the bexes, drew | 1 


envelopes in turn, and handed them to a 
clerk at the head of the table, who with 
shears clipped the end of the envelope and 
passed iton. Clerk No. 2, with a numbering 
machine, stamped the number upon the en- 
velope, the third man took out the slip, the 
fourth numbered it to correspond with its 
envelope, the fifth read the name of the win- 
ner to the stenographer. 

The last man returned the slips to their 
envelopes, and in regular order packed them 
in boxes and sent them to the central office, 
where from the original slips cards of noti- 
fication are made out and mailed to the win- 
ners. 

As was the case yesterday afternoon, when 
the work got fairly started, no announce- 
ments were made from the platform, but the 
lists were taken to the brow 6f the hill and 
read to the crowd. Twelve hundred and fifty 
names had been drawn by 11:50 o’clock, and 
an intermission was taken until 1:30, when 
the same mbdnotonous grind was resumed. 
At 5:15, after a tedious, wearisome, hot 
day's work, 3,500 envelopes had been drawn 
from the boxes, and the work was abandoned 
for the day. 

Four thousand five hundred claims, the 
number of names now drawn, would almost 
exhaust all the choice lands in both land 
districts if selections were all made with best 
discretion, which, however, will be wholly 
impossible to many winners, who are totally 
unacquainted with the country. But there 
are probably 1,000 claims in each district in 
excess of the number of envelopes now drawn | 
that are worth from $8,000 and $10,000, and it 
is the opinion of Receiver Reid of the El 
Reno land office, who has traversed. the 
country extensiveN, that with the exception 
of about 5 per cent of worthless gections, 
there are none worth less than from $3.000 
to $3,500 for the relinquishment. He thinks 
that with those proved ineligible,- others 
who forfeit or lose out in the incidents of 
filing, there will still be valuable claims 
left at the end of sixty days to be appro- 
priated by a rush.

MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE UN- 
EARTHING OF HUMAN BONES. 


Placing of Flowers by Woman on the 
River Bank at Kalamasoo, Mich., 
Leads to Discevery of Remains ef a 

Man Which Apparently Have Been 

‘Buried for ‘Twenty-five or Thirty 

Years—Strange Case Now Being In- 

vestigated by Officials of the County. 


Kalamazoo, Mich:, July 380.—[Special.]— 
The visits of an unknown woman to a spot 
in this eity on the bank of the river have led 
to the unearthing of some unidentified human 
bones, and back of the discovery may be a 
romance or a tragedy. 


Brower have noticed a strange woman pass- 
ing between their house and the next. Sun- 
day night Mr. Brower watched the woman, 


in her hand, stand on the river bank back 
of his house for a few minutes, and then leave 
without the package. In the morning he 
found a bouquet of garden flowers set on 
the crest of the bank in-a baking powder 
can, and wondered what it meant. After 
puzzling over the matter during the day he 
went to the place and began digging. He 
found human bones. 

Coroner Verhage was notified and this 
morning a number of policemen went to the 
spot and made further excavations. They

Sexton Borland of Riverside cemetery and 
others who have seen skeletons long in the 
ground say that the bones have been buried 
a long time—at least twenty-five or thirty 
years..

e clew may be obtained through an 
old clay pipe found in the soil just before the | 
officers were closing the hole. The pipe is 
of peculiar shape, not turning at right angles 
Mke manufactured clay pipes, but bending 
upward in a wide circle, with the stem nearly 
as large as the bowl and a hole thrice as 
largé as that in an ordinary pipe. It is evi- 
dently hand made, the material being ordi- 
nary blue clay. There are several lines in 
a rude attempt at decoration, but no initials 
or distinguishing marks.

Officers spent the night with Mr. Brower in 
watohing for the mysterious woman, and 
every effort to locate her today has been in 
vain. It is thought that there is no crime 
connected with the case, and that such being 
the case the woman will appear when she 
knows that the bones have been taken up 
left in, the Sheriff's office. It she does not 
appear a search will be made for her. 
The woman’s secretiveness causes much 

ulation. She usually appeared between 
11 and 12 o'clock at night—usually near mid- 
night—walking. on the opposite side of the 
street until near the Brower house, when she 
would cross and go between the houses. A 
number of bouquets of flowers have been 
found at the place, but no attention has been 
paid to them until last night. It is evident 
that she knows the exact location of the 
grave, for the flowers were placed exactly 
over the spot where the bones were dug up. 


ATTACKS THE BREWERY TRUST. 


Star Company Declares the United Com- 
pany Finds Its Stock of 
Doubtful Value. ; 


The fight between the Star Brewery com- 
pany and the United Breweries company, 
known as the “ brewery trust,” was ad- 
vanced a step in the United States District 
Court yesterday when the Star company filed 
answers stating that the stock of the trust 
is practically worthless, failing to find tak- 
ers on the market at 10 per cent of its par 
value, and charging that because of the 
arbitrary action of the United Breweries 
company in limiting output and raising 
prices many retail dealers have been forced 
out of business. 

The United Breweries company was organ- 
ized in 1898 with a capital of about $6,000,000 
and a bond issue of $3,500,000. The new cor- 
poration purchased thirteen breweries in 
Chicago and vicinity, among them the Star 
brewery, owned by Patrick Rice and others. 
Rice was appointed manager of the Star 
branch of the corporation for two years, 
— the attempt of the organization to oust 
him at the end of that time brought on the

‘BEBR MEN ACCEPT TERMS, 


'EVANSTON’S CHIEF OF POLICE 
OFFERS AGREEMENT. 


Newell C. Knight Seeks te Prevent Ille- 
gal Sale of Liquer in Suburb by Com- 
pact with Brewing Companies by 
Which Goods Will Be Delivered 
Through Common Carrier—Business- 
Men Not Confident He Will Succeed 
Firms Sign. 


Evanston’s Chief of Police, Newell C. 
Knight, is confident that he has at last found 
a way in which to stop the sale of liquor from 
wagons and “ blind pigs. The business-men 
of the north shore suburb, however, are not 
so confident that he will succeed. 

Chief Knight has offered an agreement to 
the brewing companies which supply that 
prohibition district which he believes will 
solve the difficulty. Two companies signed 
the agreement yesterday. Another firm is 
pected to sign today. Two have refused 
to join, and Chief Knight has declared his in- 

tention of driving their agents from Evans- 
ton. 

According to the agreement the brewers 
are not to sell to any person whom they know 
to be conducting a blind pig or who is re- 
selling. They are not to sell in bottles, as 
formerly, and the police are given the privi- 
lege of searching at any time the wagons of 
the express companies delivering the beer, 
and to ascertain the destination of the bear. 
The brewers are to take orders only wher 
sent by mall to the Chicago offices and must 
make the delivery through a common carrier. 

Chief Knight has been working upon this 
scheme since he took his office on May 1. 
While he can see no loophole for escape, the 
business-men believe he is over-confident 
and that in a short time conditions will be as 
bad as heretofore. They assert that if it is 
illegal to break the agreement, it certainly is 
illegal for the wagons to deliver it now. 

When asked what the result would be if the 
present deliverers should buy their beer from 
companies not within the agreement, Chief 
Knight declared that he would drive them 
from Evanston. ‘The law says that the 
liquor must be delivered by a common car- 
rier, and as long as a beer wagon delivers in 
Evanston it is violating the law,“ he said. 
It these other companies do not come into 
the agreement and still attempt to deliver, I 
shall drive them from Evanston.” It is my 
purpose to put a stop to the nefarious traffic 
which has so long annoyed our citizens.“

FRESH DANGER IN LAKE 
WATER SINCE THE RAINS. 


Health Department Says That Typhoid 
Germs Abound in Such Quantities 
Even the Bathers Are Threatened. 


The Health department yesterday issued 
additional bulletins in an effort to impress 
the public with the danger of drinking lake 
water that has not been filtered or boiled. 
The recent rains have so polluted the lake 
that even at a distance of six or eight miles 
from shore the water is not fit for drinking 
purposes. 

Along the shore the sediment has been 
stirred to such an extent, say the health ex- 
perts, that there is danger of typhoid fever 
for those who frequent the bathing places. 
The river bathing pool in the Ghetto Is de- 
clared to be no better than a hog wallow. 

Seventeen cases of typhoid were reported 
on Monday and nine yesterday. Fifteen 
d -aths from the disease occurred last week, 
and for the first two days of the present week 
there were twelve deathe It is estimated 
that there are at least 400 cases throughout 
the city. 

Dr. Behm, who has charge of the infectious 
diseases, says that flies have more to do 
with the spread of typhoid than any other 
agency, as the germs are carried on the 
wings and feet of the insects and trans- 
planted to meats and milk and other food- 
stuffs. Dr. Behm also says that there are 
few physicians who take proper precautions 
in treating typhoid. 


BROOMCORN PRICES ADVANCE.

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ASKS GOVERNOR YATES TO STOP 
CHICAGO POLICE. 


Military Ruler of the District of Lake 
Michigan Appeals te State Executive 
for a Clear Field in Which to Bat- 
tle with Doughty “ Cap’n’s ” Cohorts 
War Between the Twe Lead- 
ers Is Liable to Break Out at Any 
Moment, 


The shadow of William H. Niles lies across 
Cap Streeter’s District of Lake Michigan 
like a bar sinister.

THOUGHT BILL FULLY PAID.

The charge of banding together to fored 
the payment of a $150 claim, known to be ™ 
without equity, is made against Constable 
Louis Greenberg, three lawyers, and a justice 
of the peace. The allegations are contained 
in a bill in chancery to be filed in the Super- 
lor Court today. 

The bill which has been prepared by 
Attorney Waltér G. Kraft, is brought to set 
aside a judgment for $150 and costs secured 
by William 8. meron, A. P. Clark Matsom 
and Carl F. Mer, forming the collection 
agency of Carl F. Meyer & Co., before Justice 
of the Peace R. L. Campbell, and the lawyers 
and Justice of the Peace as well as Con- 
stable Greenberg, who afterwards made & 
levy under it, are all made defendants. 

The description of the manner in which the 
levy was made excééds anything Greenberg 
has yet been accused of doing, the charge 
being that he attempted by force to téar @ 
ring from Mrs. Johnson’s finger and to take 
money out of Mr. Johnson’s pocket. In cen- 
nection with the bill an action for alleged 
malfeasance in office has been brought by 
Mrs. Johnson in Justice Bradwell’s court. 


History of Johnson Case. 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson conduct a small con- 
fectionery store at 139 West Erie street, and 


two years ago their son was injured by the 


cars. He was attended by a Dr. Haven, and 
the Johnsons say the agreement was that the 
fee should depend on the amount of the settle- 
ment made with the railway company. Before 
this settlement was had, it is alleged that Dr. 
Haven went to the West Indies and told the 
Johnsons any settlement they made with his 
wife, who remained in Chicago, would besat~ 
isfactory to him. ; 
| ‘The company paid $1,000; of which $500 
went to the lawyer, §200 went for medicines . 
and other expenses of the accident, and Mra, 
Haven accepted $200, giving a receipt in full, 
Some time afterwards the Johnsons re 
ceived notice they had been sued for $150 
additional by the physician, before Justice 
Campbell. 
At this time the youngest Johnson child wae 
on its deathbed, and the parents could not 
attend to the suit, but they sent a representa- 
tive with the receipt given by Mrs. Haven, 
and asked for a continuance. This the jus- 
tice refused to grant. When the Johnsons 
found judgment had been given against them 
they gave a lawyer named S. H. Larrabee 
810 to pay the costs of an appeal and §20 
for his fee, but it turned out afterwards that 
Larrabee failed to take the appeal. j 
Soon after Constable Greenberg appeared 
at their store in Erie street and, proceeded 
to clean it out. It is for the manner in which 
this levy was made that the malfeasance 
case has been brought. 


Three Ways of Collecting. 

The bill further sets forth a curious d 
ness card which it affirms is given by the firm 
of C. F. Meyer & Co. to its clients and which 
contains what is styled a key to manner of 
collections. This key reads as follows: 

A. Handle gently as my private collector. 

B. Use your judgment as to how to collect, 

C. Get the money any way you can. 

The plan of the key, it is asserted, is for 
the client to mark his claim A,” B.“ or 
C,“ according as he wishes the agency to 
proceed, and the allegation is made that in 
this case the claim was marked C and 
Greenberg acted accordingly. 

The further allegation is made that at the 

time the suit was brought before Justice 
Campbell all parties to the prosecution knew 
that the bill had been paid. Consequently . 
the court is asked to vacate the judgment. 
The return of the property taken on the levy 
is also asked for. 
Judge Carter will this morning give his 
decision in the case of the State against 
Greenberg, accused of malfeasance in office 
in a levy he made on the household goods of 
F. F. Arnold of Austin. In the brief which 
Adolph Moses, the attorney for G berg, 
filed in the case there is no attempt fo deny 
the facts complained of, but an attempt is 
made to prove that under the law Greenberg 
was entitled to do what he did.

I think a graduate crew 
could be organized at Pennsylvania and then 
we would stand a good chance of winning.” 
Speaking of the stroke used by the English 
parsmen Ward said: “The English stroke, 
as I saw it at Henley, is particularly hard on 
the oarsmen and the crews in every instance 
finished in a much more exhausted condition 
than the Americans.

Both Contestants Cut and Hacked 
with Swords, the European 
Being Seriously Hart.

LASTS NINETEEN ROUNDS. 


Duluth, Minn., July 30.—Adolph Hartman, 
son of Emil Hartman of this city, has just 
fought a duel with swords with Lieutenant 
Pachmann of the German army. It was a 
bloody encounter, in which the Lieutenant 
received a number of severe wounds, one of 
which severed the jugular vein. Hartman 
was also seriously wounded. 

Hartman graduated from the Duluth High 
School in 1899 and went to Achen, Germany, 
to take a course in mining engineering. At 
a commers,“ which was attended by stu- 
dents, army officers, and others, Hartman 
and Lieutenant Pachmann became involved 
in a quarrel which resulted in the young 
Duluth man slapping the face of the military 


man. 
A challenge followed, and, the matter being 
referred to a court of honor, it was decided 
that a duel of the first-class must follow. As 
young Hartman was unfamiliar with the 
sword, he was allowed six months in which 
to train for the encounter. At the end of 
that time the contestants met and the duel 


began. 

In the second round Hartman wounded the 
Lieutenant on the left side of the head, al- 
most severing the ear. In the third round the 
young American was himself wounded in the 
head, a piece of the scalp being cut away. 
From the third to the seventeenth round the 
fighting was fierce. In the latter round the 
Duluth man again wounded the Lieutenant, 
his blade gashing clear across his forehead. 

Although both were weakened from loss of 
blood, the fight continued until the nineteenth 
round, when the Lieutenant was wounded in 
the throat, the sword severing the jugular 
vein. The American was then adjudged the 
victor. 

Prompt attendance by the surgeons present 
saved the officer’s life, but it will be at least 
six months before he is able for duty. 


TRAINS ON WABASH ROAD HAVE 
NARROW ESCAPE FROM WRECK. 


Mistake in Orders Sends Fast Mail and 
Repair Outfit Together, but They Are 
Stopped with Slight Collision. 


Peru, Ind., July 30.—{Special.]—One of the 
narrowest escapes from.a disastrous wreck 
in the history of the Wa railroad occurred 
seven miles east of t ity tonight. Train 
No. 5, the fast limited mail, due ‘ere at 7 
o'clock, was delayed by a burning bridge, 
and received orders at Keller's station to 
come to Peru. A special bridge train was 
sent out of here, and after it had left came 
néws of departure of the passenger. 

With no telegraph station between the 
points, the officers thought nothing could 
save the trains, and the wreck train was 


moned, and preparations made for the worst. 
The bridge train had gone only four miles 
when the passenger was seen coming. At 
the point where the two trains met was a 
long and rounding curve, and the headlights 
of both engines were observable. Even with 
this in their favor, and the full force of the 
emergency brakes applied, the engines came 
together with sufficient force to break pilots, 
headlights and other parts of the front ends. 
Passengers were tossed about and two men 
geverely but not dangerously injured.
